Its simplicity appealed so much more 
than the beckoning tourist's attractions of 
the bigger towns.

All these characteristics have molded a 
city ... a beautiful city.

Does it seem strange that I could define 
beauty by a city's traits rather than its pro­ 

perties?

Beauty is not constituted only by physical 
appearance. I could go many places and 
find modern buildings, elegant homes and 
fabulous shopping centers, but these things 
are appealing to a city only because people 
have made them so.

To me, these things are part of an elabo­ 
rate fantasy, but nothing more. How can 
true beauty be seen in something attractive 
to the eye, but not to the heart?

A beautiful city has to be a little deeper, 
a little better than the physical aspects 

alone.

It's a community filled with happy, 
friendly people who have accepted disap­ 
pointment and success in b u i I d i n g their 

city's future.
It's a community filled with people who 

have made kindness a habit.
The people who have unselfishlessly given 

their time to the city - - in service, in duty.

They are the wonderfu 1 part of a city. 
They are the creators of beauty. They have 
developed the things that God has given to 
us. They have r e m o v e d the necessity of 
wealth and replace it with ambition.

T h e sje dedicated people have ,given so 
much and yet they've forgotten the excite­ 
ment of Miami, the mystery of Rome, the 
glamour of Hollywood, but for Torrance 
they've left something special, something 

unique .- . . beauty.
